Exnicios, newly appointed United 
States prohibition enforcement agent 
for the Pacific Coast States;-“an- 
nounced today that he plans to 
leave San Francisco with a picked 
squad next Saturday and “sweep 
California dry from one end to the 
other inside of a month.”

“If I accomplish what | 
expect,’ Exnicios declared, ‘there 
won't be a bootlegger, blind-pigger 
or moonshiner operating in the 
Western States at the end of ninety 
days.”

Banker’s Attorneys Say He Will be Pres- 


ent to Face Wife Thursday.

KEEPS COOL 
AT TRIAL. 


Cleveland Woman DPegins 
Fight for Life; Court

CLEVELAND, June 28. — Women 
may help to decide the fate of Mrs. 
Eva Catherine Kaber, charged with 
plotting the assassination of her 
husband, Daniel F. Kaber. A mo- 
tion by her attorneys to have a 
venire annulled because five women 
were on it was overruled today. As 
a result one woman now sits in the 
jury box. 

Mrs. Kaber appeared unconcerned 
as she entered the crowded court- 
room and seemed disinterested in 
the trial. 

The corridors of the Courthouse 
were filled and the crowd in front 
of the bullding had increased to 
more than a 1000 persons before 
Mrs. Kaber appeared. 

Doubt was expressed whether a 
jury would be selected before the 
end of the week. When the trial 
opened attorneys for Mrs. Kaber 
were prepared to ask for a continu- 
ance. Failing in this, it was indi-

‘cated a plea of temporary insanity

Mrs. Kaber is the first of six per- 
sons under indictment for Kaber's 
murder to be tried. The others are 
Mrs. Mary Brickel, her mother: 
Marian McArdle. Mrs. Kaber’s 
daughter, and three former servants. 

Kaber, an invalid, was stabbed 
twenty-four times while asleep in 
his Lakewood home July 18, 1919. 

Four weeks ago Mrs.’ Bricke! 
was practically accused of the crime. 
but for want of evidence was dis- 
missed. 

Through efforts of Moses Kaber. 
father of the dead man, the quest 
for a solution was continued. 

Four weeks ago Mra. 
broke down and issued a statement 
implicating Mrs. Kaber. The arrest 
of the latter and Miss McArdle in 
New York followed,

SETTLEMENT SOUGHT? 

As for the statement that the 
banker's attorneys would end their 
case Wednesday, so far as presenta- 
tion of evidence is concerned, this 
was indicated when it was ascer- 
tained that only three more “prose- 
cution” witnesses remain to testify. 

Stillman’s counsel appeared 
Poughkeepsie today and, by seek- 
ing an interview with eferes 
Gleason, brought out another report 
that a settlement in the suit was un- 
der way. It was speedily ascer- 
tained, however, that no settlement 
move, from any quarter, was in pros- 


ct.

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CHANGES PLAN 
OF PERSHING. 


General H. will 


To be Similar to France's 
Prior to W ar. 


.|National Guard is Also to 


DisPaTcH.) 
WASHINGTON, June 28.—When 
Gen. Pershing takes over the duties 
of Chief of Staff on July 1, his frat 
task will be the organisation of «a 
general headquarters similar to thet 
organized in the French army be- 
fore the outbreak of hostilities in 
1914. Gen. Pershing Intends that the 
United States Army shall not pag 
through the experiences that pre- 
ceded its entry into the World 
At that time Gen. Pershing, brought, 
unexpectediy from the Mexican 
border to assume command of the 
American Expeditionary Forces, was 
obliged to disrupt\the personne! of 
the General Staff to ebtain officers 
for his own overseas staff, 

OTHER INNOVATIONS. 

This staff organization wil! be fol- 
lowed by other innovations born of 
Perghing’s experiences abroad. He 
expects te concern himeelf with the 
routine duties of the General Staff 
only in a supervisory way. The 
greater part of the work of the of- 
fice wil) be intrusted to Maj.-Gen. 
James G. Harbor®. who has been 
appointed executive essistant to Gen. 
Pershing. The administrative ability 
shown by Gen. Harbord during his 
services in France was responsible 
for his appointment. 

Under the proposed genera! head- 
quarters system, a field organization 
would be created, which, though in 
skeleton form, would be ample to 
take charge of the field armies of 
the United States in time of war 
without disrupting the Genera! Staff. 
That body would continue to func- 
tion as in peace time, handling the 
affairs of the War Department and 


armies in the field. 
CITIZEN RESERVE. 


An equally important work which 
Gen. Pershing will undertake is the 
organization of the citizen reserve. 
In the teterans of the World War, 
he believes, the United States has 
& trained reserve which is superior 
to any similar body in the world 
and he means to keep former service 
men interested in military subjects, 

He also hes faith in the possibili. 
ties of the National Guard and will 
endeavor to recruit it to a maximum 
strength of 670,000. He believes the 
metheds of training hitherte em- 
ployed in the guard have been more 
or less slipshod and one of the first 
changes he expects to make Is to 
bring about a more uniform and 
more efficient system of training. In 
the past officers who 4jid not ft into 
the regular organization in any other 
capacity were shunted off as instruc- 
tors for the National Guard and as 
no uniform system of instruction was 
imparted to them and no definite 
regulations Wupoeed. each felt free 
to act about as he saw fit'in impart- 
ing military principles to the guards. 
men 


SCHOOL OF INSTRUCTION. 

Gen. Pershing desires to see 
selected as instructors officere who 
have shown special! qualifications for 
such service, and he even favors the 
establishment of school of instruc. 
tion for them, where a uniform 
course of study could be mapped out 
and a general plan of instruction 
sgreed upon. 

Gen. Harbord, tt ts expected, will 
have plenty of leeway in making 
changes in the routine work. While 
no announcement has been made of 
any proposed changes, it is under- 
stood that both Pershing and Har- 
bord would favor decentralization 
which would tend the meet criticism, 
that the General Staff has  ~>been 
usurping the functions of the various 
bureaus. 

A minor change which Gen. Persh- 
Ing is expected to make has to do 
with uniform regulations. Since his 
return from France, the general has 
worn his Sam Browne belt notwith- 
standing the fact that the belt ts 
prohibited for other American off. 
cers when on duty tn the United 
States. Opposition to the adoption 
of the belt for all American officers 
developed in the War Department at 
the time it was adopted for the forces 
overseas.

Interstate Commerce Commission, to 
Senator Norris, chairman of the Sen- 
ate C ommittee on Agriculture. Sena- 
tor Norris in a letter replying to Mr. 
Clark, pramptly took issue with him, 
regretting that the commission “has 
taken such @& narrow view of the 
‘situation.” 

Mr. Clark's letter was in com- 
pliance with a request for an opin- 
ton from the commission. 

“I am authoriged to say that we 
cannot indorse any proposal to put 
the government directly or indirect. 
ly in commercial competition with 
citizens who are attempting to carry 
on the same line of business,” said 
Mr. Clark in his letter. “Individuals 
and firms have been engaged for 
many years in transportation and 
exportation of agricultural products, 
and it is difficult to see on what 
ground we could approve any pro- 
posal to have the government 
through a corporation or otherwise 
set itself up as a contpetitor while 
reserving to itself the right to have 
such preference in the matter of 
freight rates as is unqualifiedly con- 
demned by the law as between ship- 
ers and competitors other than the 
governments.”

EL CENTRO, June 28.—Hun- 
Greds of sandbags are all that is 


holding the flood water of the’Colo- 
rado River from topping the Vol- 
cano Lake levee in several places 
today, and scores of laborers are 
working day and night in a mad 
race to keep ahead of the flood, | 
which reached its peak at Andrade 
today, with a discharge of 185.700 
second feet, according to General 
Manager Cronholm of the Imperial 
Irrigation District. 

The Ockerson levee is Wolding 
firmly against the flood water. but 
at the Volcano Lake levee a totally 
different situation prevalis. 

The levee is extremely soft along 
a three and one-half-mile stretch 
in the vicinity of the Tortuoso 
check, and hundreds of tons of rock 
and many sandbags are being piled 
against the side of the embankment 
to strengthen it against the higher 
water.
